W a sh in g to n. March 23—The Repre­ 
sentatives from Wisconsin and Minnesota 
appeared before the House Committee this 
morning to argue in favor of an appropria­ 
tion of $500,000 to construct a system of 
reservoirs, by which It is proposed to keep 
up a continuous supply of water in the 
Upper Mississippi River, so as to have un­ 
interrupted 
navigation 
throughout the 
whole year. The plan of the construc­ 
tion of a series of great dams over the out­ 
lets of the lakes and tributaries that pour 
their waters into tho upper Mississippi, by 
which the rains of the winter and spring 
months can be retained and utilized. The 
eost of the system is estimated at $1,500,- 
000, and the damages to private property 
at $500,000. Irs general feature were ex­ 
plained and advocated this morning by 
Mr. Pound, Representative from Wiscon­ 
sin, and by Mr. Walker, Congressman 
Washburn, of Minnesota, and Mr. Williams 
of Wisconsin, will be heard to-morrow.

Ole Ball’s Castle in Iowa. 
New Bergen (iowa) Letter to the Titusville (Pa ) 
Herald. 
About thirty or thirty-five years ago Olv 
Bali, the Norwegian violinist, with one of 
those ldiosyacrtaies peculiar to men of 
genius, tamed his attention to colonizing 
and speculations in lamber. Engaging a 
number of his countrymen, who had reach­ 
ed New York on their way to the fertile 
fields of the West, he brought them bere, 
laid out a city, and erected cabins for their 
use. He purchased aa immense tinct of 
land in this region from persona In New 
York. and made preparations to open np 
the forests on n grand scale. About six 
miles below here, on Kettle creek, high ap 
on the summit of the mountains, he built 
for himself a home. Endeavoring to im­ 
plant in this wilderness some memories of 
the land he had lei*, he constructed a castle 
and furnished it with all the embellish­ 
ments that could be imported into this 
out-of-the-way place. A beautiful road 
winding up the mountain side on a gradu­ 
al ascent led to his retreat ArUstswere 
brought from alar to add to the splendor 
of his castle, and the painter and gilder 
gave tbt lr handiwork to complete the 
structure, while piper of the most expen­ 
sive kind covered the walls aud added IU 
charms to the edifice. One mammoth 
room wss set apart es the concert hail, and 
here Ole Ball exercised all his ingenuity 
in its decoration. The roof was composed 
of glass, and the barbaric splendor was well 
calculated to make one forget the outside 
surroundings aud yield themselves to the 
subtle strains of the violin and enter with 
spirit into the gayeties and festivities 
with which Ole Bull tried to surround 
himself. 
But all this was doomed to molder and 
dcctV. Be:ore the artisans had yet ceased 
their labor trouble began to show itself. 
Dissatisfaction began to manifest itself 
among those who had come with him to 
this land, and although he expended money 
freely, and tried to bring peace and har­ 
mony among his retainers, the spector of 
rebellion would not vanish. About this 
time too. he d’«covered that the title to hts 
laud was not worth the cost of its writing. 
He had bought it from persons who had 
no claim on it whatever, aud now the real 
owner came forward and asserted his 
rights. Overwhelmed by the thickening 
troubles that came upon him, he suddenly 
abandoned 
a1), 
and reappeared again 
among the haunts of civilization, and with 
his beloved violin as his companion began 
to retrieve his lest fortune by treading the 
boards behind the footlights. 
The colony he had brought with him, 
being left without 
a leader, gradually 
broke up and become scattered far Jane! 
wide. Now tcarcely one remains behind 
to tell the story aod record the history of 
New Bergen. The castle on the mountain 
top suffered from the ravages of time aud 
the despoliation, of the curiosity seeker. 
Hundreds visited the place, aod most all 
carry away some memento of this “Ole 
Bull’s Folly,” till now i freely a log re­ 
mains to mark the spot. The only remind­ 
er of the past is the name of the little vil­ 
lage that clusters around the loot of the 
mountain. It is called Oleona, which is 
supposed to be what remains after the 
“shortening process” of "Ole-owns-tt.”

est scat of learning in the city, the High 
School in a double sense, we had the sat­ 
isfaction of passing through all the differ­ 
ent grades without an examination. The 
building itself la a model of neatness, and 
bespeaks not only the care which Janitor 
Hilt has for it, but also the successful in­ 
doctrination of the children into the belief 
that cleanliness ranks close to godlinem. 
Such relics of the dark ages as drled-up 
spit-balis clinging to the ceiling, 
old 
benches tatooed with the carvings of em­ 
bryonic presidents, and fly traps cat in the 
decks—all these have passed away, and in 
their place appears such models of beauty 
and neatness, as surely must have an effect 
to better the habits and purify the thoughts 
ot those who come in daily contact With 
these silent teachers. 
One of the most interesting features of 
work is that of the primary depart­ 
ments. 
Many 
think 
that 
almost 
anybody 
will 
do 
ta 
teach 
the 
primaries, but the importance of getting a 
pupil started right is recognized by all true 
educators. The primary departments here 
are fortunately in good hands, Miss Ina 
Bates having charge of one room, and 
Miss Drake of the other. 
In no rooms rn 
the building did there seem to be better or­ 
der, and all seemed to be attending strictly 
to business. In Miss Bates’ room the chil­ 
dren were having a reading exercise. Each 
child bad a copy of a sort of newspaper, 
published for the benefit of the city 
schools, and containing selections for read­ 
ing exercises, compiled by Miss Howard. 
It was a test day to see whether they could 
pick up new pieces aud read them with 
any expression. It was astonishing how 
these little folk could walk through the 
columns of that paper. It seemed as if 
they would stumble over some cf Hie four* 
jointed words and break their necks, hut 
they didn't. They showed clearly that they 
had not been taught to read parrot fashion. 
Stepping into the Intermediate rooms 
we found Miss Sisson’s scholars being 
quizzed on geography. 
It would shame 
maoy older people to hear these little folk 
locate so many geographical points, and 
they showed a better knowledge of the 
cities, towns, rivers, etc., of oar State than 
have some of the boys and girls of a larger 
growth. It saddened us to think, though 
of what the coming youth will have to 
learn in geography, in times gone by the 
boys could do away with the whole of the 
West by calling it an unexplored territory 
inhabited by the redskins. 
Now there are 
States, towns, rivers and so on, making 
a thousand questions and answers, where 
before there was less than a score, and st ii 
new States are being organized, new cities 
are rising, and we feel like extending our 
sympathies now to the coming boy and 
girl. If the boys and girls are wise they 
will hurry up and get through geography, 
before it grows much more. 
The other Intermediate room is presided 
over b7 Miss Mouatt. here there was a 
spelling exercise. The scholars were wrest 
ling with such 
wolds as—"omnibus, 
glimpse, kitchen, proceeded, difficulties, 
ana recommended,” la some cases defini­ 
tions were ask*d tor, and ail seemed wide 
awake and in earnest. 
In the Grammar rooms there seemed to 
be good work in progress. Miss Grubb 
was putting her scholars through a lan­ 
guage exercise. Miss Hatherell was engag­ 
ed in a Uke work. The pupils, under the 
drill being given in each room, must be 
getting some very practical ideas concern­ 
ing the English One cannot but be im­ 
pressed here with the improvement In the 
methods of teaching ae compared with the 
days when lo Bg, meaningless rules were 
crowded into tne memory, aa close and 
lifeless as sardines in a box. In Miss 
Z jininger’s room a spelling .exercise had 
just fbeguo, the pupils writing out the 
words on the slates, and thai accomplish­ 
ing a doable purpose. We could not wa I 
for the result, but by their eager application 
to the task a successful result seemed cer­ 
tain. 
In 
Miss 
Goddess 
room 
there was a reading exercise in which the 
pupils showed proficiency. 
The room 
was crowded and new desks have been put 
in to accommodate the increased num­ 
bers. 
Passing into the High School depart­ 
ment we found Prof. Burton in charge. 
In one of the recitation rooms, Miss How­ 
ard was reviewing the graduating class in 
grammar, preparatory to their examina* 
tion by the County Superintendent next 
week. In another room was another grade 
under the instruction of Miss Meadows 
wrestling with problems in higher arith­ 
metic. In the other recitation room Miss 
Petit was reviewing a class in Latin. 
There was throughout the departments an 
air ot earnest, steady work, and faultless 
order becoming older pupils. The method 
ol diimbsing the school at 3 o’clock had a 
military precision to it, and as the scholars 
parsed out, we hurried over to the Second 
Ward building. 
Here Miss Dutton, a new accession to 
the corps of teachers, was in charge. She 
was conducting a class in geography, map 
drawing etc. The scholars fcwere well up 
in their lessons, and seemed enthusiastic. 
In the other room Miss Ormsby was con­ 
ducting an interesting language exercise, 
which called out irom the children their 
practical knowledge.

Beale Very Practical Talk Concern­ 
ing tile Dcceratieae e l Home 
Last evening Prof. MacAlister delivered 
another lecture on art, and was greeted by 
a large and attestive audience. It being 
the last of the series of lectures,he made a 
rapid review of the ground he had passed 
over, and gave a hurried historical glance 
at the progress of the art. 
The latter part 
of his lecture was peculiarly interesting, ai 
he presented many practical thoughts con 
cerning art, some of his views being such 
aa a man woald hardly dare to present 
unless like the speaker, he was an acknow­ 
ledged master of the subject. He spoke 
of chromos. He said 
folks 
of course 
smiled when that word was mentioned in 
connection with art, for one could go into 
almost any store and get a chromo for 
nothing, by baying a pound of tea, or some 
such email purchase. There was a Hood 
of cheap chromos, and yet it was a tact 
that there were chromos, which were high 
works of art, and should not be sneered at 
because of the multiplicity of cheap ones. 
Some of the finest specimens of art were 
chromos. 
In this connection ho spoke of Prang’* 
early life, how as a poor German boy he 
arrived In this country with only twenty- 
five cents in his pocket, and the wonderful 
success that he had won. He said that 
nine-tenths of his chromos went to Europe 
to hang in the homes of the wealthiest 
families there. In the front parlor of the 
home of one of the wealthiest ladies in the 
State, 
residing 
in Milwaukee, 
there 
was 
upon 
the 
wall 
a 
picture 
which 
stood 
forth 
prominent 
among the many costly paintings, and 
choice engravings which that lady, in her 
passion and appreciation of art, had col 
lected at a great expense. That picture 
attracted the attention and admiration of 
all who looked at the valuable collection, 
and yet it wes a chromo. Among the vis­ 
itors to his own home was an English 
gentleman of means and culture, and as 
he sat in the parlor he became lost In ad­ 
miration for a certain picture on tho wall. 
He studied its beauty for an hoar, and at 
last tsked about that "painting.” He was 
told that it wes a chromo, and almost be­ 
came angry, thinking he was being joked. 
At the Centennial there appeared one of 
De Hoars’ celebrated marine paintings. 
Beside it, in exactly the same kind of a 
frame, 
hung 
Prang’s 
chromo. 
Thousands 
upon thousands, including 
many 
connoisseurs, 
viewed 
the 
two picturer, and yet none could tell 
which was the painting, and which the 
chromo, though one was valued at a fabu­ 
lous sum, and the other was within the 
means of people of only moderate incomes. 
The speaker urged those who were to buy 
pictures for their homes to get good 
chromos, or else choice engravings, rather 
than purchase the cheap oil paintings for 
6&ie at auctions. They were infinitely to 
he preferred to daubs. 
After buying a picture it ought no t to be 
spoiled by putting It in a gilt frame. 
Get 
a good solid frame of oak, or ot ash. Pine, 
oiled or varnished, makes an excellent 
rome. In framing engravings the print 
should not be allowed to come in contact 
with the glass. Then the picture would 
not become discolored or fade. The en­ 
gravings should be mounted on sketches 
he same as an oil painting. 
The Professor showed a small picture 
already framed in oak.* 
He said it was 
one which hung in his parlor. 
It was a 
pleasing picture, and after the audience 
had admired it, and he had paid a tribute 
to it as a work of art, he surprised the au­ 
dience by answering the question as to 
where it came irom. 
That picture was 
one.of the frontispieces rn Harper’s Bazir! 
He had cat it out, placed it on a stretcher, 
and had it framed. It indeed proved the 
truth of what he asserted in the former 
lecture, that many of these pictures in the 
periodicals were really works of art, and 
could be used tor beautiful decorations. 
People undervalued them because they 
were printed by the million, and could be 
had 
fora few pennies, 
and so after 
looking at them hastily they 
threw 
them into the waste basket 
The lecturer also gave some valuable 
thoughts on wall paper. He denounced 
the furor for expensive wall paper. It was 
impossible to hang pictures with good 
effect npon walls covered with these ex­ 
pensive papers, having all sorts of designs, 
landscapes, figures, etc. 
Good f pictures 
could never show to advantage on walls 
thus papered. 
A simple, unostentatious 
wail paper was tar preferable. One might 
have rich dadoes and friezes,but the inter­ 
vening space, where the pictures were 
hung should be papered simply. To try 
to have rich paper and intricate designs, 
and have good pictures on the 6ame wall, 
was as impossible as to mix water and oil. 
These are but few of the many practical 
tnoughts given by the speaker. Some of 
them were 
greeted with 
enthusiastic 
applause, aud the whole subject w&9 pre­ 
sented in a way which could not but inter­ 
est, and set the hearers to thinking. The 
course of lectures have proved of much 
good to the art lovers of this city, and to 
the public generally, aud it
